to be common at Lodi and Stockton. ‘The melons mentioned as 
being grown near Winters came from seed planted in the last week 
in April. They were never rained upon nor were they irrigated. 
nor is the land low and damp. The elevation there is 138 feet. 
This is mentioned beeause it was necessary at the State Fair to 
tell the particulars of their growth, There were plenty of com- 
petitors at that fair with melons of over 60 pounds weight.” 











HERE was a time when County Supervisors and the people 
in general thought well of automobile races over country 
thoroughfares, but the time has gone by when speed-mad 
enthusiasts can be allowed to break speed regulations for 

even a short time. while those using the highways are under great 
danger of being maimed or killed outright. There is some talk 
of the Los Angeles-Phoenix race being routed through the Cajon 
Pass, and if that is done, it will necessarily bring the race through 
this section. The San Bernardino Sun has the following to say 
on the subject: 

‘‘Perhaps the National Highway would get a boost and San 
Bernardino’s desert highway gain favorable publicity if the Los 
Angeles-Phoenix automobile race were routed this way. But for 
all that, The Sun is compelled to say that it thinks the Chamber 
of Commerce acted wisely in refusing to put up $500 or any other 
sum to bring the race through San Bernardino. Not only so, but 
The Sun is compelled to stick to its guns and declare its firm con- 
viction and consistent policy of opposition to road races, as a mat- 
ter of principle, and it thinks the Supervisors will be doing the 
wise thing if they take the stand adopted by the Orange County 
Supervisors, absolutely refusing to permit the race through the 
County. 

‘This comes from no lack of love of sport, or the feeling that 
gets in the blood. Racing on tracks made for the purpose and 
properly policed and protected, is perfectly proper for those who 
enjoy it and wish to participate in or patronize it. This is no long- 
haired notion. It is simply based on the fact that the public roads 
were made for the use of the public, and anything which makes that 
use impossible or even dangerous, should not be permitted, It is 
for that reason that here is a speed limit, and to temporarily 
throw the regulation in the scrap heap is unwise. 

‘It is not only that the day or the night of the race compels 
people to avoid the route chosen. For days before the racing 
drivers must be out familiarizing themselves with the road, ascer- 
taining where it will be possible to make 75 miles per hour and 
where 40 would be the limit of safety—safety for themselves, not 
for the public. It seems to us that the whole idea of road racing 
is contrary to good business policy. This gospel may be unpopular 
with some of the speeding enthusiasts of the wheel, but let them 
remember that about 95 per cent of the people are somewhat 


slower.”’
